The  Vinh  Linh  radar  station, 


just  north  of  the  17th  parallel, 
was  the  target  of  30  Navy  fight- 
er-bombers from  the  carrier 
Coral  Sea. 

ESCORTED  BY  a score  6f  Cru- 
'sader  and  Phantom  fighters,  they 
struck  that  link  in  Hanoi’s  early 
warning  network  with  fiery  nap- 
alm and  25  tons  of  general  pur- 
pose bombs  ranging  from  250  to 
1,000  pounds.  No  ground  fire  was 
noted.

Jr.  English  Exam 
Scheduled  Saturday 

The  Junior  English  Proficiency  Examination  will  be  given  Sat- 
urday in  the  Eyring  Science  Center,  according  to  John  S.  Harris 
chairman  of  the  Junior  English  Proficiency  Committee. 

A REQUIREMENT  for  graduation  from  BYU,  all  students  must 
be  registered  and  in  their  seats  at  the  exact  time  their  examination 
is  scheduled  to  begin. 

Admission  to  the  exams  will  be  by  current  BYU  student  activ- 
ity card,  with  photo  attached,  and  registration  for  the  examinations 
will  begin  thirty  minutes  before  exam  time. 

ONLY  THOSE  students  who  have  completed  60  semester  hours 
together  with  their  freshman  composition  requirements  are  eligible 
to  take  the  examination,  according  to  Chairman  Harris. 

Each  student  will  be  required  to  write  an  essay  of  a subject 
given  them  by  the  examiner,  and  to  complete  multiple  chioice  ob- 
jective questions  about  English  usage,  punctuation,  style,  tone,  and 
organization. 

THOSE  STUDENTS  in  teacher  education  certifying  to  teach  will 
complete  additional  multiple  choice  questions  about  grammar  and 
spelling. 

The  Junior  English  Proficiency  Examination  will  be  given  Sat- 
urday, April  10,  1965  in  the  Eyring  Science  Center  according  to  this 
schedule:

Set  Up  A Bargain  Table 


If  some  colleges  courses  were  judged  on 
a monetary  basis — $21  for  three  credit  hours 

the  University  would  be  forced:-d:o  set  up 

a bargain  table  at  the  end  of  enrollment. 

Take  for  example,  a class  in  which  the 
professor  consistently  arrives  10  or  15  min- 
utes late.  Since  he  makes  a habit  of  tardiness 
and  teaches  only  part  of  the  class  period, 
shouldn’t  that  class  sell  for  about  $17.35. 
Or,  on  the  other  hand,  the  class  where  the 
teacher  runs  out  of  material  15  or  20  min- 
utes before  the  hour  and  usually  lets  his 
class  out  early  should  be  quite  a bargain  at 
$12.60.  „ . 

A class  where  a professor  never  really  is 
prepared  or  where  he  uses  outdated,  yellowed 
notes  should  go  for  about  25  per  cent  dis- 


count, or  perhaps  $16.75.  A class  taught  by  a 
teacher  whose  tests  haven’t  been  changed 
since  he  got  his  doctorate  and  are  in  wide 
circulation  probably  should  go  at  about  half 
price. 

An  unchallenging  teacher  could  be  rated 
on  a sliding  scale  from  about  $8.50  to  $15, 
taking  into  consideration  the  amount  of  class 
discussion,  completeness  of  material,  size  of 
class  and  number  of  times  jokes  are  repeated 
per  semester.  A professor  who  uses  his  class 
as  a personal  soap  box  for  political  or  social 
harangues  could  sell  for  about  two  for  $5. 

If  a course  combined  several  of  these 
sales  points,  say  a tardy  professor  with  10- 
year-old  notes,  it  could  sell  for  about  $8.98.

Throughout  this  campaign  I have  endeavored 
to  present  to  the  students  of  this  university  a 
clear  picture  of  student  government  and  where  I 
stand  in  relationship  to  my  candidacy  for  the  of- 
fice of  studentbody  president. 

THE  THEME  OF  THE  campaign  which  we 
have  been  running  is  "Background  Offers  Bal- 
ance.” I have  had  the  opportunity  to  serve  as  a 
voting  member  of  the  ASBYU  Executive  Council 
this  past  year  as  an  executive  assistant  to  the 
studentbody  president.  This  experience  has  pro- 
vided me  with  the  background  which  I feel  is  so 
necessary  to  provide  a balance  in  student  gov- 
ernment next  year. 

For  this  reason  I have  also  been  able  to  pre- 
sent to  the  students  a specific  and  realistic  plat- 
form. The  first  statement  of  my  written  plaform 
begins,  “These  are  the  issues  to  which  I am  per- 
sonally committed.”  There  is  nothing  on  the  plat- 
form which  I do  not  feel  good  about  personally, 
and  that  I wouldn’t  be  able  to  bring  to  pass  as 
your  studentbody  president  next  year. 

THIS  YEAR  Brigham  Young  University  was 
instrumental  in  organizing  the  Associated  Stu- 
dent Governments  of  Utah  Colleges  and  Univer- 
sities. I was  a part  of  the  initial  organization  of 
this  conference,  and  know  the  potential  that  it 
holds  for  us  at  BYU.  For  example,  through  this 
conference  a long  range  program  can  be  provided 
whereby  the  seven  colleges  and  universities  of 
the  State  of  Utah  can  collectively  sponsor  a cir- 
cuit of  renowned  speakers  and  entertainers  there- 
by involving  less  expense  for  individual  schools 
and  allowing  a greater  number  and  variety  of 
speakers  and  entertainers  for  our  university. 

This  past  year  I have  also  served  as  the  exec- 
utive representative  in  charge  of  student  ticket 
distribution.  My  responsibilites  did  not  entail 
policy  making  as  that  responsibility  lies  with  the 
Athletic  Council.  The  only  student  representative 
on  this  council  is  our  Studentbody  President.  I 
don’t  believe  that  there  is  a student  who  knows 
any  more  about  student  ticket  distribution  and 
the  problems  which  exist  than  I do. 

I HAVE  STRONG  feelings  about  seeing  that 
all  students  are  represented  fairly,  and  I feel 
confident  that  I will  be  able  to  present  to  this 
council  the  issues  which  are  causing  so  many 
problems.  As  a voting  member  of  the  Athletic 
Council  I would  do  all  that  I can  to  alleviate 
these  problems. 

I have  been  amazed  throughout  the  campaign 
to  find  a great  number  of  students  who  wonder 
about  the  worth  of  student  government.  I believe 
that  the  reason  for  this  inquiry  is  that  the  stu- 
dents don’t  know  what  student  government  on 
this  campus  is  accomplishing. 

AS  YOUR  STUDENTBODY  president  I would 
feel  the  responsibility  to  acquaint  the  students 
with  the  programs  sponsored  by  student  govern- 
ment. I would  like  to  see  a weekly  article  written 
on  the  editorial  page  of  the  Daily  Universe  de- 
signed to  familiarize  the  students  with  student- 
body  activities.  Also  through  having  the  editor  of 
the  Daily  Universe  present  in  the  regular  meet- 
ings with  the  President  of  the  University  and 
the  ASBYU  Executive  Council  we  would  be  able 
to  keep  the  students  informed  on  matters  which 
concern  student  government  and  the  administra- 
tion.

The  29-year-old  graduate  of 
English  music  halls  thanked  her 
producer,  Walt  Disney,  as  well  as 
Americans  “for  making  me  so 
welcome  in  this  country.” 

THE  ACADEMY  VOTERS  were 
indeed  hospitable  to  foreigners. 


They  gave  all  four  top  acting 
awards  to  Europeans.  Consolation 
might  be  found  in  the  fact  that 
the  big  winner,  “My  Fair  Lady,” 
was  made  entirely  in  Hollywood. 
Its  eight  Oscars  were  followed  by 
“Mary  Poppins”  with  five  and 
“Zorba  The  Greek”  with  three. 

The  roundly-built,  mustached 
Ustinov  entered  the  rarified  com- 
pany of  two-time  academy  win- 
ners with  his  “Topkapi”  perform 
ance.  The  film  was  a rollicking 
comdey  about  a bizarre  jewel 
theft.  He  won  four  years  ago  for 
his  supporting  performance  in 
“Sparatacus.” 

His  victory  provided  a measure 
of  surprise.  Many  observers  be- 
lieved that  his  role  actually  was 
in  the  starring  category.  But  this 
year  voters  could  decide  for 
themselves  whether  a perform- 
ance was  star  or  support,  and 
they  chose  Ustinov  in  support. 


M/gs  Buzz  Allied  Corridors  . . . 


Reds  Block  Autobahn

BERLIN,  (AP)— Soviet  jets 
roared  across  allied  air  corridors 
to  Berlin  Monday  and  the  Com- 
munist East  Germans  blocked  the 
Berlin  Autobahn  for  3a  hours  in 
defiance  of  Western  access  rights 
on  the  110-mile  highway  through 
Red  territory. 

COMMUNIST  ANNOUNCE- 
MENTS said  the  measures  were 
taken  in  connection  with  Soviet 
-East  German  military  maneu- 
vers. Westerners  expressed  be- 
lief, however,  that  the  Russians 
and  East  Germans  were  acting  in 
retaliation  for  West  Germany’s 
plans  to  assemble  its  parliament 
and  cabinet  in  West  Berlin  Wed- 
nesday to  emphasize  its  conten- 
tion the  red-encircled  city  is  part 
of  West  Germany. 

Communist  mig  jets  maneuv- 
ered for  more  than  seven  hours 
high  over  Berlin  and  sonic  booms 
thundered  down  on  the  city. 

One  Soviet  jet  fighter  scream- 
ed over  the  French  sector’s  Tegel 
Airport — used  by  commercial  air- 
craft— at  an  altitude  of  about  3(X) 
feet.  Western  officials  claimed 
the  buzzing  was  a clear  violation 
of  air  safety  rules  agreed  upon 
by  the  Russians. 

HUNDREDS  OF  SOVIET  and 
East  German  tanks,  heavy  artil- 
lery pieces  and  motorized  rock- 
ets units  rumbled  over  the  coun- 
tryside West  of  Berlin  as  Com- 
munist police  blocked  Autobahn 
travel  for  the  first  time  since  the 
Berlin  blockade  of  1948. 


Travel  on  secondary  roads  from 
Frankfurt  and  Southern  Germany 
was  permitted.  Railroads  ran  nor- 
mal schedules.  However,  the  West 
Berlin  barge  association  said  a 
number  of  river  and  canal  routes 
were  blocked. 

In  Washington,  officials  said 
the  Berlin  developments  were  be- 
ing watched  closely.  They  added 
that  the  United  States  insists  that 
the  Western  allies  can  use  the 
three  20-mile-wide  air  corridors 
as  they  please  and  that  no  inter- 
ference, under  whatever  pretext, 
will  be  tolerated.
